You'll also meet Neville 
Shute (last name Norway) and Alan Turing in those pages. 
Winterbotham called Colossus "The Bronze Goddess," pre- 
sumably because of all the polished relay contacts you 
could see as it worked... and from his description, it 
must have made a helluva racket! 


Only... Tony Sale has a little glitch in his dates... 
He doesn't credit Howard Aiken's work at Harvard in 

the late-1920s, first with mechanical calculators, then 
with telephone relays, finally (1938 & later) with tubes 
programmed by.. you guessed it! punched paper tape. 
Claude Shannon wrote his famous dissertation for Howard 
Aiken, & Pierce used Shannon's Boole-to-binary-circuits 
homology to design No. 5 Crossbar. Aiken's machine did 
much of the calculation behind the artillery & torpedo 
aiming tables used during WW-II. John Haar, my boss at 
BTL, worked in Aiken's Harvard lab from 1948 till BTL 
hired him in the mid-1950s to develop the software for 
making telephone calls that became No. 1 ESS. But.. 
that's OK; Aiken has received proper credit & honor 

for his work, and his picture is in the Smithsonian 
beside some of his early relay machinery. The Colos- 
sus designers haven't made it to there... I'd love to 
see Bletchley Manor some time...

And I suppose all of the other ZBXs are down in Australia, too. Hmmph... 


> So the "X" meaning here was borrowed from the (chronilogically later) AN 
> system. I.e., a different primary input voltage than the base set. 


They really killed the scheme on this one - not that having the same Navy 
model number means that the equipment is interchangable, but ZB-* to ZBX 
is very drastic. It probably should have been ZC or ZD. 


> Historically, the Navy aircraft sets differentiated between 14 volt and 28 
> volt input with even and odd (or odd and even) suffix numbers. 


I think that is more of an exception than a rule. Certainly it works for 
late model GF/RU, but not the earlier types (both GF/RU-2 and RU-5a 
dynamotors here are 14 volt - 28 volt planes did not exist in the Navy 
back then). I do not think any of the radars (ASB, etc.) follow this - 
except the ABKs.

If you change ISP (IntexNet Service Provider), simply send me an 
email advising the change, and I will do my best to implement the 
change quickly. 


For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 


responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.
